THREE BLIND MICE ON THE 
LANE COUNTY COMMISSION 

In August, the conservative majority 
on the Board of County Commissioners 
(Pat Farr, David Loveall and Ryan Ceni- 
ga) pushed and bullied the County Ad- 
ministrator and Legal Counsel to find a 
way to “pause” pending code violation 
fines that began in 2007 on a 5-acre 
property in west Eugene. Today, an un- 
finalized 2001 ag structure permit is all 
there is to show for the unfinished four- 
story 8,900-square-foot commercial 
scale building on the property. 

A 2007 notice stated, “In 2001, Lane 
County Land Management notified you 
that the two-story structure... had been 
built with neither land use nor building 
approvals,” and “the permit was not is- 
sued and expired-by-limit on April 13, 
2005.” A May 2022 notice stated, “build- 
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ing permit BPO1-00502 for the primary 
dwelling has expired and... there is no 
record of a Temporary Certificate of Oc- 
cupancy.” 

On August 21, 2023, a notice of finan- 
cial penalty of $780 per day, reduced 
from “up to $2,000/day,” was issued, 
following the direction to staff from 
three commissioners, as noted above. 
Currently, a local real estate agent is ad- 
vertising showings of the unpermitted, 
8,900-square-foot, four-story building 
for $1,399,000, ignoring a “no trespass- 
ing” sign the county has posted for pub- 
lic safety reasons. 

County residents should be con- 
cerned about the liability the three con- 
servative commissioners have imposed 
on us by inexcusably enabling ongoing 
dismissiveness of county laws by one in- 
dividual. Those commissioners’ actions 
indicate their own disregard for the in- 
terests of the county they were elected 
to protect.

DECIDING IF TRUMP QUALIFIES FOR THE OREGON BALLOT IN 2024 FALLS SQUARELY 
ON OUR NEW SECRETARY OF STATE 


ormer Oregon Secretary of State Shemia Fagan left office in disrepute, but 
on one important occasion she did her job well. Her successor, LaVonne 
Griffin-Valade, will need to do the same — under conditions far more 
stressful than those Fagan faced. 

In the fall of 2022, New York Times columnist Nicholas Kristof was gener- 
ating buzz as an outsider candidate for governor. A Pulitzer Prize-winning 
journalist, Kristof looked like an exciting new force on the political scene. 

But officials in the Elections Division concluded that he did not meet the Oregon 
Constitution’s requirement of three years’ residency before a gubernatorial election. 

Kristof was outraged, telling Twitter followers that “A failing political establish- 
ment in Oregon has chosen to protect itself, rather than give voters a choice.” The 
Oregon Supreme Court, however, ruled unanimously that Fagan had acted correctly. 
She emerged from the conflict looking better than her detractors. 

Now Griffin-Valade must decide whether Donald Trump is “qualified” for Oregon’s 
Republican presidential primary ballot. Compared to this choice, Kristof’s case was 
awalk in the park. Is Trump disqualified from federal office because he has “engaged 
in insurrection or rebellion against the [United States], or given aid or comfort to the 
enemies thereof” by his role in the Jan. 6 attack on the U.S. Capitol? 

The “insurrection” test is enshrined in Section Three of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. Did Trump cross the line? Surely, he walked right up to it: While a violent mob 
was assaulting law enforcement and chanting “Hang Mike Pence,” Trump encouraged 
them, tweeting that “Mike Pence didn’t have the courage to do what should have been 
done.” Pence escaped the assault by a stroke of luck; by another, the U.S. government 
was not overthrown by mob action and official connivance. 

Ihave taught constitutional law for 30 years. If were secretary of state, I would still 
have to think hard about two questions: First, is Trump disqualified by Section Three? 
And, second, who has the authority to decide that? 

Last month, two outstanding scholars concluded that Trump is disqualified, and 
that the duty of barring him from office falls to, among others, America’s 51 secretar- 
ies of state. William Baude of the University of Chicago and Michael Stokes Paulsen of 
the University of St. Thomas, staunch conservatives and adornments of the Federal- 
ist Society, published a paper, “The Scope and Force of Section Three,” laying out the 
history behind that conclusion. They contend that Section Three applies to Trump’s 
actions on Jan. 6, and that his disqualification is “self-executing”— it doesn’t require a 
conviction, court action or legislative vote. As of Jan. 7, 2021, they argue, Trump simply 
has been ineligible to serve as president. Any official who has sworn to support the 
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Constitution, they suggest, must treat his candidacy as void. 

Trump has made little secret of his plan to return to the White House and engineer 
what he called “the termination of all rules, regulations and articles, even those found 
in the Constitution.” If Baude and Paulsen are right, then Griffin-Valade is one of the 
republic’s lines of defense. It would be not her choice but her duty to bar Trump from 
the Republican primary ballot. 

Other constitutional scholars have joined the chorus in recent weeks — the most 
prominent being Harvard professor Laurence Tribe and former Federal Judge J. 
Michael Luttig. Two out-of-state advocacy groups have already written to Griffin- 
Valade urging her to take similar action.

Under Oregon law, presidential primary candidates reach the ballot in one of two 
ways. First, the secretary may list any candidate “generally advocated or... recognized in 
national news media”; second, a candidate may submit the signatures of at least 6,000 
voters. The announcement of “generally advocated” candidates comes at the end of 
January; the decision about candidates by petition takes place in March. Whatever 
Griffin-Valade decides, the question is all but certain to end up in court. 

She will face partisan blowback and even potential danger either way. We as citi- 
zens are entitled to send her our views, but we are not entitled to demand that she 
decide the issue one way or the other; fulfilling an oath is a matter for a detailed legal 
opinion in the first instance and, in the second, the individual conscience of the offi- 
cial. But what we should expect is that her office will make the decision with the same 
dispassion, care and scorn for partisanship that Fagan showed when she blocked the 
popular Kristof in 2022. =

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James Manning Is in 


the Running 


STATE SEN. JAMES MANNING ANNOUNCES RUN FOR 


OREGON SECRETARY OF STATE

hen James Manning was sworn 
into office as an Oregon state 
senator in 2016, he says he had 
a few goals in mind: to “improve 
the quality of life in the present 
and lay out a pathway forward 
for our future generations where 
they don’t have to go through some of the missteps and 
inequities that have already existed.” 

Manningis taking those goals with himas he announced 
his run for Oregon secretary of state in the 2024 elec- 
tion Wednesday, Sept. 13 at the Historic Mims House in 
Eugene. If Manning wins election, he would be the first 
person of color to be elected Oregon secretary of state. 

As secretary of state, Manning would be the chief 
elections officer as well as be in charge of administer- 
ing public records and auditing public accounts. Oregon 
doesn’t have a lieutenant governor, making the secretary 
of state next in line to succeed the governor. 

Manning has been a public servant most of his life. 


He served in the U.S. 
Army for 24 years and 
worked on a variety of 
nonprofit and educa- 
tion boards such as the 
Pearl Buck Center and 
the Bethel School District 
Budget Committee. He later 
became a state senator, repre- 
senting District 7 for the past seven 
years. For Manning, running for secre- 
tary of state seemed like the next step in helping 
establish more stable leadership in Oregon’s government 
that would support his overall goals as a public servant. 
“T think with a stable leadership, with family values 
anda strong moral background, | am the best candidate 
for that,” Manning tells Eugene Weekly. 
The secretary of state position has seen turnover 
since Jeanne Atkins retired in 2017. Most notably, with 
former Secretary of State Shemia Fagan’s decision to

take on consulting work for one of the state’s largest 
cannabis companies and Democratic donors. Fagan’s 
audits show her suggesting that Oregon needs to loosen 
cannabis regulations, causing speculation as to whether 
those audits were influenced by her consulting 
job. Fagan resigned last May 2023. LaVonne 
Griffin-Valade, who was appointed to 
fill the vacancy, has said she is not 
running in the 2024 election. Early 
Wednesday morning, Sept. 13, 
Oregon Treasurer Tobias Read 
of Beaverton also announced 
his run for secretary of state. 
The high turnover in 
the position over the past 
few years, along with what 
Manning calls a “distrust in 
public officials,” has inspired 
him to build his campaign on 
stable and strong leadership 
that willlast. ““What’s most impor- 
tantistorestore the trust andinteg- 
rity in that office,” he says. 
Manning also wants to put expand- 
ing election opportunities at the fore- 
front of his campaign. He is very vocal about

With its 20-year Integrated Resource Plan (IRP), 
Eugene Water and Electric Board (EWEB), has 
jumped on the Small Modular Nuclear Reactor 
(SMR) bandwagon. The purported advantages of 
SMRs? According to EWEB, their output can be 
dispatched as needed; their fuel is reliable; and 
nuclear power “has one of the lowest lifetime 
carbon emission rates of any energy resource.” 
None of these holds up to close scrutiny. 


Most SMRs require lots of water for cooling, which 
makes them vulnerable to shut down during times 
of excessive heat and drought — right when energy 


plants due to heat waves have already occured in 
France. Additionally, the global supply of uranium is 


lifespan, and more than a third of known global 
deposits of uranium are low-grade. Carbon 
emissions from SMRs fueled with low-grade 
uranium could exceed those of methane-generated 
electricity, far outstripping the carbon footprint of 
other renewables. ¢ 


So much for the advantages. The disadvantages of 
SMRs are legion. They depend on one of the most 
toxic neocolonial extractive processes on the 
planet. They are costly and risky. SMRs generate 
radioactive waste for which we have no solution. 
Plus they are intimately tied to the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons. 


Risks to human and environmental 
health begin with uranium mining, 
which leaves in its wake radiation- 
contaminated soil and water and 
untold numbers of deaths from 
radiation poisoning, largely among 
people of color. Most deposits are 
located on Indigenous lands or in 
countries with poor environmental 
protections, a gross environmental 
injustice. 
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demands are peaking. Forced shutdowns of nuclear 


likely to run out before SMRs reach the end of their 
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NUCLEAR POWER 
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If that's not appalling enough, cost alone should 
deter us. According to one Wall Street firm SMR cost 
estimates per megawatt hour will be 2.5 - 8 times 
higher than for wind and solar. 5 


SMR promoters point to the safety records of 
reactors: only three “significant” accidents in 60 
years (Chernobyl, Three Mile Island, Fukushima). 
Ignoring at least four other accidents involving 
radiation releases, many that resulted in worker 
deaths, and near misses. Even more sobering are a 
series of papers published by the New York Academy 
of Scientists that peg human deaths from Chernobyl 
alone at more than one million. 


SMRs propose to have fail-safe mechanisms that 
prevent meltdown and, in the event of meltdown, 
would not produce the volume of radioactive 
contamination as a conventional reactor. But how 
do those safeguards perform against sabotage or in 
theaters of war? In an increasingly 
militarized, belligerent world, do we really 
want thousands of small reactors located in 
communities with no security forces? 
Perhaps the thorniest issue is radioactive 
waste. EWEB, like other SMR supporters, is 
whistling in the dark stating in its IRP: “It is 
anticipated that managing or recycling 
radioactive waste will evolve as SMRs 
become commissioned.” In the US we are no 
closer to establishing a national depository for 
radiation waste than we were in the 1950s. 


In addition, a2022 paper from the National Academy 
of Sciences found that SMRs will produce greater 
volumes of radioactive waste than conventional 
reactors.@ High-level radioactive waste, which 
includes uranium and plutonium, remains in the 
environment for hundreds of thousands of years, a 
toxic legacy that we should not wish on our 
descendants. 


This brings us to the problem of plutonium which, 
along with uranium, is an isotope used in atomic 
weapons. Because only tiny amounts of plutonium 
exist in the natural world, plutonium for nuclear 
weapons is exclusively obtained as a by-product of 
nuclear power generation. Ditto for the particular 
isotope of uranium used in nuclear weapons. 
Without nuclear reactors, you can't make nuclear 
bombs. This may explain why the US remains keen 
on nuclear energy. 


Fortunately, safer, cleaner, and less fraught 
solutions — including wind, solar, and high- 
efficiency, electric appliances such as heat pumps 
— are now more affordable thanks to the Inflation 
Reduction Act. A number of recommendations 
were outlined in a recent letter sent to EWEB 
endorsed by 40 organizations. Student advocates 
will hold a climate strike in Eugene on Sept. 15 calling 
on EWEB to lead in a clean and just transition to 
renewable energy plus other important calls to action.

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OUT OF THE VOID: The Many Ghosts 


he McKenzie River Valley — the collective 
name given to Lane County’s nine unin- 
corporated communities known as Cedar 
Flat, Camp Creek, Walterville, Leaburg, 
Vida, Nimrod, Finn Rock, Blue River and 
McKenzie Bridge — is known for its small 
town charm, beautiful outdoors and, 
currently, scorching wildfires. 

But the area also has adark underbelly. 
Numerous people have gone missing in 
the area recently, and the bodies of two 
of those people have been recovered in just the past 
few months, leading some to speculate that something 
sinister may be going on. 

However, according to the Lane County Sheriff’s Office 
(LCSO), none of these cases appear to be connected. 

In a July 18, KMTR News story on four people miss- 
ing in the Blue River/Vida area, LCSO Public Informa- 
tion Officer Sgt. Tom Speldrich says, “The best I could 
do to put any minds at ease on that is to say we have not 
discovered any evidence that leads us to believe that 
they are linked or related or that there is a serial killer.” 

He adds, “Certainly if we're able to uncover any infor- 
mation that would lead us to believe that, we would be 
letting the public know for safety reasons, but we have 
nothing that tells us that that's the case right here. It's 
a wooded, wilderness, rural area. It's tough terrain. It 
can be hard to find people if they go missing in those 
areas, so while I can't say definitively that there's not a 
link, we have nothing that makes us think that there is 
at this point.” 

Even if the cases are not connected — and even if it 
turns out there is no foul play involved in them — it seems 
clear that there are many hidden skeletons in the vast 
wilderness of the McKenzie River Valley that are wait- 
ing to be found. 

Some of these skeletons undoubtedly belong to people 
who got lost and disappeared; others seem to belong to 
people who chose to disappear; in other cases — suchas 
the case of Shane Sprenger — it seems possible something 
more nefarious happened. I do not personally believe 
any of these cases are linked and, in my opinion, only 
Sprenger’s case has hints that foul play was involved. 

The following is an overview of some of McKenzie 
River Valley’s missing persons and mysteries. 


MEKENNA CHRISTINE REILEY 


Mekenna Christine Reiley, 4.0, 
was reported missing by loved 
ones on April 5, 20238, after a 
bizarre encounter with construc- 
tion workers and LCSO deputies 
at aconstruction site in Blue River. 

Reiley drove herself there for 
no apparent reason, and work- 
ers found her naked and called 
police. She told officers she was 
scared and “had nowhere safe to 
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go,” according to her sister, Bevin Stepp, in an August 
14 Fox News story. 

Stepp says investigators told the family that Reiley 
appeared to have either been "roofied" or on "a lot of 
acid" when law enforcement arrived at the construc- 
tion site, but LCSO has denied making those remarks. 

Officially, LCSO has said that Reiley "was possibly 
suffering from a mental health crisis” when she vanished. 

At the time of her disappearance, Reiley had an Arkan- 
sas-bound plane ticket and plans to visit a friend there, 
according to her sister. 

Reiley, originally from Pennsylvania and the grand- 
daughter of longtime former GOP state Rep. Merle Phil- 
lips, told relatives she wanted to move back because she 
did not feel safe in Lane County. 

Media reports indicate Reiley's ex-boyfriend has been 
ruled out as a suspect in her case despite a history of 
domestic violence between them and an active no-contact 
order at the time of her disappearance. 

Police found Reiley's phone, car, fresh groceries and 
dog at her home. Searchers later found a bag of her clothes 
in the woods but no other signs of her. 

On Saturday, August 12, Reiley’s body was found in the 
Blue River Reservoir. According to an August 17 story in 
McKenzie River Reflections, “The State Medical Exam- 
iner's office has ruled the cause of death as drowning. 
Officials say there are no signs of foul play.” 

It is assumed that, due to psychosis or delirium, Reiley 
got in the water and drowned. 

While it may be that no foul play was involved, it seems 
regrettable that Reiley — who was naked and fearful and 
apparently disoriented from drugs or mental illness — 
was allowed to return home instead of being sent to the 
hospital by the LCSO officers who contacted her just 
prior to her disappearance, which might have prevented 
her terrible fate. 


SHANE ELDOR SPRENGER 


Shane Eldor Sprenger, 47, of 
Blue River went missing in Novem- 
ber 2021. 

According toa March 31, 2022, 
episode of The Vanished podcast, 
“Shane Sprenger disappeared 
from Vida, Oregon, on Nov. 2, 
2021.” Sprenger was a contrac- 
tor who was working at a job 
site near McKenzie Bridge. The 
podcast says that around 9:30 
am, Sprenger left the job and returned to his home in 
Vida. He was never seen again. 

Sprenger’s truck was found abandoned on a logging 
road near Blue River Reservoir, about 16 miles away from 
his home near one of Sprengers's favorite mushroom 
picking spots. Some people close to him suggested that 
maybe he had gone mushroom picking and got lost, but it 
was later discovered that Sprenger had planned to return 
to the job site to meet with a subcontractor. 


Sprenger’s family in Minnesota had no idea that 
anything was wrong until they got a phone call several 
days after he vanished. “They made the trip to Oregon 
to search for him. They began to hear strange stories 
about the day Shane disappeared, tales that simply 
weren't adding up.” 

Sprenger, who had areputation as a hard worker and 
seems to have been a well-liked member of the Blue River 
community, previously lost his home in the Holiday Farm 
Fire in 2020 and was in the process of rebuilding his life. 

In June 2028, LCSO announced they had discovered 
the partial remains of Sprenger’s body off Quartz Creek 
Road, about five miles southwest of the Blue River Reser- 
voir, where his truck had been found in 2021. 

In a July 7, KMTR News story, LCSO’s Sgt. Tom 
Speldrich says, “We did not locate his entire body, we 
are still looking for that.” 

In the same story, Speldrich is quoted saying, “We 
don't have any reason to believe that there is foul play 
involved, but we also don't have reason to rule it out at 
this point.” 

Without pointing fingers at anyone, Sprenger’s family 
has made it clear they believe foul play — possibly stem- 
ming from his failing marriage or conflict with local drug 
users — may be involved in his case. 

Sprenger’s family released the following statement 
on social media following the announcement that his 
partial remains had been discovered: 

“Tt’s been an excruciating year and a half for our family 
since Shane went missing on Nov. 2, 2021. He was 47 at 
the time of his disappearance. We are devastated and our 
hearts shattered to receive confirmation of his passing. 
Shane was a gentle soul, a selfless provider, a skilled and 
trusted carpenter, and the hardest worker we know. He 
was accepting of everyone and loyal to all that loved him. 
His was a senseless death, and there is more to uncover 
on what transpired the day he went missing.” 

The family asks people to contact LCSO with tips 
and and reference case #21-6268 if you have informa- 
tion, or to submit an anonymous tip on CrimeStopper- 
sofOregon.com. 


ERIC RAY BRAZIL 


Eric Ray Brazil, 34, of Spring- 
ae field has been missing since March 
14, 2022. He disappeared after 
“he drove away from his home in 
a paranoid state” and may have 
been experiencing a mental health 
crisis, according to a March 30 
KVAL News story. 

Brazil was working as an assis- 
tant apartment manager at the 
time of his disappearance. 

Brazil’s friends report he became obsessed with 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine prior to his disappearance, 
and seemed to believe it was necessary to flee the area 
for his safety. 
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of the McKenzie River Valley 


Despite attempts by friends to calm him down, he 
frantically drove away in his vehicle, which was located 
days later in a treacherous, remote area near Vida. His 
phone was located near his vehicle and nobody has heard 
from him since his disappearance. 


Chayston (“Chase”) Eugene 
Robertson, 25, has not been 
seen since April 29, 2020. He was 
reported missing by family on 
May 2, 2020. His car was found 
two days later up Quartz Creek 
Road near Vida along with his 
cellphone and other belongings. 

Few details about his disap- 
pearance are available, but public 
records indicate he has a history 
of substance abuse and associated legal problems. 


Daming Xu, 63, has been miss- 
ing since Nov. 4, 2007. He is the 
only person discussed in this arti- 
cle who did not disappear under 
suspicious circumstances or come 
from a troubled background. 

All accounts indicate Xu was 
a beloved husband and father 
of two children and a well-liked 
University of Oregon professor. 

According to a Nov. 3, 2017, 
article from StrangeOutdoors.com, Xu came to the U.S. 
from China in the late 1980s and he became a professor 
of mathematics at the UO. “He and his wife, Shixiu, loved 
traveling to Oregon's wilderness areas for day hikes and 
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both were very fit for their age.” 

Xu headed to the Three Sisters Wilderness area to 
climb the Olallie Mountain in what was intended to be 
a day trip. His wife reported him missing the next day 
after he failed to return home. 

His 2003 White Chevy Impala was found on Bear Flats 
near Terwilliger Hot Springs on Nov. 6. 

Xu took a hiking book with him titled 100 Hikes in the 
Central Oregon Cascades by William L Sullivan. Tattered 
remnants of the book were found in the woods a couple 
weeks after his disappearance, according to a Register- 
Guard article at the time. The other half of the book was 
in his Impala. 

Extensive search efforts by the Army National Guard, 
LCSO, University of Oregon faculty members and search 
and rescue teams and others failed to find Xu. 

Strangeoutdoors.com reports that “Despite a beau- 
tiful sunny day and a good map, he appears to have got 
disorientated and wandered off in the wrong direction 
to an unknown fate, for some reason. It was unfortunate 
that the weather turned bad soon after he was reported 
missing. Given the thick, inaccessible forest around the 
French Pete Creek drainage where his guidebook was 
found, it is likely his remains will never be discovered.” 


Rebekah Noel Bramel, 26, 
of Portland, has been missing 
since April 30, 2007. Family and 
friends report she was having a 
mental health crisis at the time 
she disappeared and may have 
been suicidal. 

According to The Charley Proj- 
ect, in early May 2007, “the vehicle 
she'd borrowed froma friend was 
found five miles up an isolated

logging road road between Deerhorn and Goodpasture 
Roads, inarural area east of Springfield. The vehicle had 
a flat tire and the gas tank was empty.” 

The contents of Bramel's wallet were laid out on the 
dashboard, The Charley Project says, including the ciga- 
rette case she cherished. “There was no sign of Bramel 
at the scene. She had previously visited the area with 
her boyfriend, but she has no relatives living there and 
authorities don't know why she would go there again.” 

As I wrote previously in an April 29, 2021, article “The 
Disappearance” for Eugene Weekly, “A major setback 
in figuring out what happened to Rebekah was the gap 
between when her vehicle turned up and when the tow 
company notified the owner that it had been recovered.” 

Her vehicle sat on the tow lot for about a month 
before the friend who owned the car was notified. “The 
tow company should have notified the police about the 
vehicle immediately, which would have triggered a search 
effort,” I wrote. “The tow company’s negligence resulted 
in a major delay in search efforts that might have been 
successful had they been conducted sooner.” 


My personal opinion is that every case mentioned 
above, other than Xu’s, involves mental illness and/or 
substance abuse. Lack of treatment for mental illness 
and addiction, along with homelessness, are the biggest 
issues facing Oregonians. According to an April 17, 2020, 
article by Molly Harbarger in The Oregonian, “Oregon’s 
chronically underfunded mental health system is nearly 
universally accepted as being broken. It ranks at or near 
the bottom on many national metrics.” Until that changes, 
Oregonians can only expect more tragedies involving those 
suffering from mental illness and substance dependency.

The foundation is 
collaborating with the concert to encourage donations to 
the Maui Strong Fund, which provides resources for the 
community's needs. For every dollar donated through the 
Motiv8 Foundation, Leihoku Fest will match up to $25,000 
through Sept. 30. The Leihoku Fest Eugene will not only 
fuel an entertaining night, but will also contribute to an 
ongoing worldwide issue. “It will be welcoming to all ina 
celebration of Hawaiian and Polynesian culture,” Clement 
says. “I really hope that they come away with a sense of

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GODFATHER OF EUGENE COMEDY SETH MILSTEIN 
TAPES AN HOUR-LONG COMEDY SPECIAL AT 
THE BIG DIRTY

eteran Eugene comedian Seth Milstein will tape his first comedy 
special on Sept. 15 at The Big Dirty in Eugene. Behind the camera 
will be Brent James Driscoll, Seattle-based musician, comedian and 
videographer formerly of Eugene, whose team won the 2021 regional 
Emmy in entertainment for their Seattle-based livestream concert 
series, Sessions in Place. 

Milstein has attempted to self-produce an hour-long comedy special 
before, but a series of technical mishaps turned those projects into dress rehearsals, 
he tells Eugene Weekly while sitting at The Big Dirty bar. 

“T didn’t really have time to focus on my stuff,” Milstein says. “I just want to hire 
someone to do the job so! can show up.” 

When Milstein started standup comedy 14 years ago, Eugene had no comedy open 
mics to speak of. Since then, he’s been instrumental in building a scene with almost 
nightly opportunities for experienced comedians to practice new material or those 
curious about standup comedy to try it for themselves. 

Milstein, who won EW’s 2020 Best of Eugene: Best Comedian category, hosts an 
open micat Slice Pizzeria & Bar’s Whiteaker neighborhood location on Monday nights 
and helps bring regional and national touring comedians to town as he did with Just 
Comedy, a standup comedy promotion company. 

For reasons mentioned, Milstein is often referred to by many as the “godfather” of 
the Eugene scene, and he’s performed as far away as New York and California. 

An experienced comedy videographer, Driscoll plans a five-camera shoot at The 
Big Dirty, he tells EW in a later phone call. The finished product will likely end up on 
platforms like YouTube and TikTok. 

At live tapings, comedy audiences need to be mindful that a production’s in prog- 
ress with no heckling or little extra noise — beyond, of course, laughing. The show may 
also stop and start, he says. 

Typically, Driscoll says, when he explains the ground rules, audiences listen. “They 
love just being a part of it,” Driscoll says, and his own experience in comedy also helps 
him shoot other comedians. “I know what comedians want,” Driscoll says. 

Milstein’s Big Dirty set, which he’s written out for the first time to build a narrative 
arc, will feature go-to closers but also “newer stuff I’ve been working on lately that’s 
been working really well,” Milstein says. 

“When I write something new,” he adds, “I have these themes: This is about drug 
use, this is about my issues with depression. Fatherhood has always been a big theme 
—relationships, mental health, a lot of food stuff, food and sexuality.” 

Often conversational on stage, Milstein could be responsible for one of the best 
written one-liners to emerge from Eugene. Affectionately referring to his late mother, 
Milstein quips: “I loved her to death — and it worked!” =

I'm reading you from Italy, and I could really use your advice. About four years ago, | start- 
ed dating a girl who I’ve been living with for the past two months. Since I’ve known her, she has 
been suffering from periods of depression and anxiety, although I didn’t know it when we first 
started to date. She used to spend a lot of time in therapy and continues to take medication. 
It has been very tough for both of us, and I even ended up talking to a psychologist for a while. 

Iwas immediately captivated by her sensitivity, her sweetness and the way she sees things. 
In many ways, she completes me. But soon after the beginning stages of our relationship, our 
connection lost its passionate side almost entirely, mainly due to the medication she’s taking, 
but also because of her anxieties related to the fear of pain in her intimate areas. I’ve tried 
to accept this while encouraging her to see specialists who could alleviate her fears. I’ve also 
been encouraging her to resume her conversations with her psychologist, which she stopped 
about three months ago. 

What should I do? I don’t want to break up with her. I care about her and believe that with 
time, things will get better, but right now there is a significant void in our relationship.

You're not fucking, right? 

| don’t know what else, “our connection lost its passionate side,” could possibly mean, so I'm 
gonna go with “not fucking.” And it sounds like the fucking stopped — it sounds like the passion was 
lost — pretty early in the relationship (“soon after the beginning stages”), which means you've been 
in a sexless relationship for three years and change. 

Just in case you need to hear it from someone: There’s nothing wrong with wanting to have sex 
with your romantic partner, VOID, particularly if the relationship was sexual at the start. And while 
I don’t think it’s fair to head for the exits at the first sign of a physical or emotional challenge — it’s 
certainly not loving — we aren't obligated to stay in relationships that don’t meet our reasonable 
emotional and physical needs.

But sometimes having a partner who refuses to leave us because we're depressed or unem- 
ployed or on fire — sometimes knowing our partner would never abandon us in that condition — can 
perversely incentivize not seeking treatment or looking for work or stamping out the flames. Which 
is why a person in your position, VOID, a person with your values, eventually has to ask himself, “Is 
staying helping my partner or hurting my partner? Am | standing by them or am | enabling them?” 
Some other questions you need to ask yourself at this point: “Am | happy?” “Am | being cared for?” 
“If nothing changes, can | live like this — can | live with these unfilled voids — for the rest of my life?” 

Once you've answered those questions — and answered them honestly — you'll know what you 
need to do. Leaving will be extremely hard, if that’s what you ultimately decide you need to do, but 
leaving someone doesn't have to mean abandoning them. You can still be there for this amazing wom- 
an — not as a boyfriend, but as a close friend. Still supportive, still encouraging and still amazed. 


I'm a 31-year-old Italian girl. I'm in a relationship with a married man who has two chil- 
dren, both around the age of 10. He joined my sports league this winter. We had a long flirt- 
ship that became sexual in April, and we fell in love. The first months were awesome, and 
we had great sex imbued into both romance and roughness. As our relationship went on, he 
started saying things that seemed to show a desire to separate from his wife.
